in need of the Green-Houte or the Stove.

Nothing more need here be ſaid of 
the Monthly Flower-Pieces, which pul- 
liſped ſome time ago, as they have been ſo 
generally approved ; but it may not be amiſs 
zo give ſome little account of the Fruit- 
Pieces Which this Book accompanies. 

In making this Collection, I have been 
generonfly ſupplied with Choice of the fineſl 
Fruits, and Iucreaſe of the ſame, as well as 
greatly aſſiſted in comparing and naming 
them, by a great many, both of Gentlemen 
and Gardeners, who are not only good 
Judges of the Culture, but exquiſite!y nice in 
diſtmguiſhing the Flavour, aud moſt minute 
Difference of the ſeveral Sorts of Fruits; and 
10 Name has been inſerted at the Bottom of 
the Plates, or in the following Catalogues, 
but by their unanimous Opinion and Conſent. 
—But after all, I don't pretend, that cither 
the Plates or Catalogues contain every in di- 
vidual Species of the Fruits which may be 
found amongſt us: new Sorts are frequent!y 
produced, and <1ll, perhaps, be ſo as long as 
zhe Ilorld enditrcs ; nor cau they be — 7: 
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diſperſed, and known immediately: I may 
however venture to affirm, that I have col- 
lefted a greater Variety than has yet been 
brought together, and few I hope vill be 
found wanting. — As for the Deſigning, En- 
graving, and Colouring, I ſhall ſay no more, 
but that I have taken the utmoſt Care 'to 
have them performed in the beſt manner, by 
the moſt able Hands. 

A Fondneſs for the Art I have ſpent my 
Life in, and a Deſire to do ſome Service 
to the Publick, have been the chief Motives 
of all my Undertakings, and I muſt with the 
utmoſt Satisfaction and Thankfulneſs ac- 
knowledge that Heaven has bleſſed my En- 
AeaUours.

Fruits of a good Kind, planted in a proper Soil, and to- 
wards the right Atpect, will utually aniwer the Character they 
bear: But by an ill Soil, too much Shade, or a wrong Ex- 
poſure, they will loſe tl.cir fine Taite and Colour, and be good 
tor little. | 

It has been obſerved that ſuch FRN, as grow on Dara 
or EHhaliers, are better taſted, and will keep longer than thoſe 
againit Walls; but are not ſo large and beautiful. 

All Fxvirs ſhould be gathered prudently, and eat ſeaſo- 
nably.
